Hon. Mr. Boyle was elected to the 
first legislature of the province of Al- 
berta in 1905 for Sturgeon constitu- 
ency, and has retained the confidence 
of the electors ever since. He entered 
the government of the Hon. A, L. 
Siften in 1919 as Minister of Bduca- 
tion. As minister he consistently pur- 
sued a strong, courageous, progressive 
and efficient policy. The compulsory 
Attendance Act was his work and as 
p Well the organization for efficiently en- 
forcing its provisions. He strongly 
insisted on efficient English teaching in 
ihe schools. He developed agricultural 
education in rural schools and techni- 
# cal education in town and city schools. 
The technical institute established un- 
der his administration has done ex- 
cellent work since the outbreak of the 
war in the re-education of returned 
soldiers, He established summer 
schools for teachers and vigorously 
pushed the establishment of consoli- 
dated schools.

Hon. Mr. Boyle was admitted to the 
bar in Edmonton in 1899. He practiced 
law successfully as a member of the 
firms of Taylor & Boyle, then of Tay- 
lor, Boyle & Gariepy, then of Taylor, 
Boyle& Parlee, and on the elevation of 
| Judge Taylor to the bench he became

He was made a King’s Counsel In 1912. 
When he entered the government of 
Alberta he dropped his law practice, 
and is not now associaied with any 
law firm, He studied law in Regina

being admitted to the bar in 189) en- 
tered into partnership with bim,

active part in the proceedings of the 
legislature, and is responsible for the 
drafting of much important legislation. 
In 1910 his atiack on the Waterways 
railway policy of the Rutherford gov- 
ernment was the cause of its downfall. 
As a minister he has always been ac- 
tive in effective debate. That he will 
be as successful in the pcsition of 
atiorney-general as he has been in 
that of minister of education admits of 
no doubt.

ST. JOHN, N. B, Aug. 23.—"I do 
not believe that the German undersea 
boats operating along the Atlantic 
coast are securing any appreciable 
amount of information as to condi- 
tions in the maritime provinces," said 
Major-General Lessard, acting officer 
commanding military district No. 6, 
and inspector-general for eastern Can- 
ada, who arrived in the city last night. 

“The majérity of the U-boat com- 
manders are men who were formerly 
employed in shipping activities on 
this coast prior to the war,” he con- 
tinued. 

“And this is one of the reasons why 
they impress our seamen with the 
idea that they are well informed of ac- 
tivities, military and naval, in Can- 
ada,” 

“IT never believed that the Germans 
knew the number of officers on the 
Llandovery Castle,’ he continued. 
“They made a good guess at it, that 
was all. Let us suppose an allen is 
working on the water front. He has 
small chance in the first place of se- 
curing vital information, In the sec- 
ond place, after securing it, how is he 
to transmit it? We have charge of all 
the telegraphs, cables and wireless 
stations, and nothing goes through 
without being censored. If informa- 
tion is going out it is from men ‘high- 
er up,’ men with whom we rub shoul- 
ders every day of our lives and who 
are above suspicion.

OTTAWA, Aug. 23.—The force | 
which ig to be dispatched under Gen- 
eral J. H. Elmsiey, C.M.G., D.8.0., to 
Siberia, will consist of what is termed 
a inixed brigade—a small-frtce’ of all 
arms—according to a statement is- 
sued by the department of militia and 
deferce. The hasis of it will be three 
battahons of, infantry, one of which, 
furnished from the garrison of Hong- 
kong, is English, while the others wiil 
Ne raised in Canada, The English in- 
fantry—a battalion of the Middlesex 
regiment—already is at Viadivostok. 
There also will be a squadron of cav- 
alry, a battery of field artillery, a ma- 
chine gun company, a field company 
of engineers, a signal company, a field 
ambulance, a stationary hospital, and | 
an army service corps unit, an am- 
munition column and various other | 
services. 

It will be necessary to provide the 
necessary administration services and 
replacement men, The cavalry squad- 
ron will be provided by the Royal) 
Northwest Mounted Police. 

The force thus will be a self-con- 
tained unit of some 3,000 rifles with 
a half dozen quick-firing 18 pounders, 
some fifty or sixty machine guns of 
light and heavy type, and a propor- 
tion of cavalry, while it will have a 
full proportion of engineer and other 
services. 

The total troops raised in Canada 
will be about four thousand, with the 
English troops added. The total Brit. 
ish foree under General Elmsiey will 
be about 5,000 of all ranks and ser- 
vices.

Germans Swept Back for Two 
Miles from Southeast of 
Albert to Near Grandcourt 


Numerous Guns Captured—Disaster to German Arms One 
of Greatest Sustained—Steady Progress Being Made 
Along Road from Albert to Bapaume 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—General Byng's attacks of the past 
two days are regarded here as of having been a great success, 
although the enemy tried tactics of withdrawal in order to avoid 
battle. But the Germans lost more than 35,000 prisoners, be.

—The French troops in ‘their fighting Friday 
crossed the Divette river in the region of Evricourt and made prog-

LONDON, Aug. 23.—On a front of about six miles from the 
southeast of Albert to the neighborhood of Grandcourt, east of 
the Anere river, the British have pushed forward and gained 
ground after heavy fighting, says Field Marshal Haig’s commu- 
nication from headquarters tonight. South of Grandcourt, a 


German counter-attack was repulsed. 

The advance of the British was to a depth of two miles 
and large numbers of guns were taken. Five villages to the 
north of Achiet-le-Grand were occupied, and the British pressed 
on eastward from them, says General Haig’s statement issued 


tonight. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN FRANCE, 9ug. 23.—Britisk 
armies this evening are vigorously, following up their suceess today, 
which apparently has been one of the most disastrous ever experi- 


enced by the Germans. | 
The Germans have lost wide stretches of ground and numerous 
towns.

To the south of Miraumont, the British have crossed the Ancre 


river and have started in the general direction of Courcelette. 
Already Field Marshal Haig's troops are reported southeast of 


Grandcourt. 
The British have reached Hamelincourt and are pushing toward 


Ervillers, St. Leger and Croisille. 

The British troops seem to be progressing well up the road from 
Albert to Bapaume. South of the Somme, three officers and fifteen 
hundred of other ranks have been taken prisoners by the British.

There is a popular impression pre- 
vailing among many that when a civic 
employee needs a little relaxation, he 
goes to the civic garage, orders a car, 
and sets out for a Iittle old joy ride 
for just as long as fancy dictates. * 

In reality, however, the above pro- 
position is somewhat wide of the 
mark, for the civic garage, as a de- 

ent of the general municipal un- 
ertakings of the city, ts a straight 
business affair, where a precise ac-| 
opuat is kept of the going and coming 
the city cars, 

Also, the joy riding business is at a 
iscount, so far as the department is 
concerned, for hére a staff of not more 
than two have to look after a fleet of 
Gomething like 20 Fords, not to men- 
tion other machines, and as may be 
aurmised, there are not many leisure 
minutes. 

In speaking of the staff !t should be 
Mentioned that the drivers of the cars 
are employed by the various depart- 
ments of utilities, 

For the benefit of the uninitiated 
it must be stated that the civic gar- 
age is aituated on Kinistino avenue. To 
be strictly correct, its number {fs 9635 
105A avenue, and the location is im- 
mediately north of the railway tracks 
and the stores and works building. 
The structure, which is a plain one, is 
fairly commodious, and its size may 
be gauged from the fact that although 
all the big machines like sprinklers! 
and trucks cannot be accommodated 
in the garage, yet several smaller cars 
could be handled in addition to the| 
number now stored in’ the building.

It was put up, in 1914, and previous 
to that time the city cars had been 
housed all over the place, that is, when 
@ department had the available ac- 
commodation there the car was kept, 
otherwise they were housed in vari- 


ous garages, When the garage was 
bullt the present superintendent, Hope 


Jardine, was appointed and he has re- 
inained in charge ever since. 

The Ford is the standard car for 
the city use, adopted by resolution of 
council. As a man remarked one day, 
“the Ford is a noisesome beast, but it 
is a useful one,” and the city officials 
came to the conclusion that a flock of 
Fords would be a very efficient altern- 
ative for the variegated machines that 
then adorned the civic garage, and 
monthly presented ever-growing gas- 
oline and repair bills. The change 
was decided upon last year, and since 
that time the old cars have been 
@raduall y worked off and replaced by 
Fords, 

And as the superintendent says, tho| 
change has-been all to the good, as 
both cost of operation and mainten-! 
ance will show a reduction at the end| 
of the year. | 

He points out, however, that it is! 
dificult to give off-hand even a rough 
estimate of how the change is work- 
ing. As is known to everyone having 
anything to do with motora, condi- 
tions of operation now are very dif-| 
ferent to what they were a few years 
ago. Prices of gasoline, rubber, parts, 
etc,, are changing all the time, and,| 
the estimate for one month cannot be 
applied to the next. Still, as said be- 
fore, the superintendent considers 
that the advantage will rest with the 
city. \ 

Previously, the city had a rare col- 
lection of cars of different makes and 
sizes, including McLaughlins, Hud- 
sons, Overlands, Cadillacs and trucks 
of various types. Some of these cars 
were particularly hard on _ gasoline 
and tires, while their variety made 
repair work difficult, owing to the dif- 
ferent parts required. The adoption 
of a standard has eliminated a lot of 
this, and generally the Ford has re- 
duced the consumption of gasoline and 
tires. Some time ago the city adopted 
a chocolate as the uniform color for 
all city vehic and a number of 
them ¥ a ed accordingly, The 
new Fords have not thus been decor- 
ated, their ownership being denoted 
solely by the city crest painted on the 
panels. It may he a small thing but 
the garage superintendent is not anx!-/ 
ous to see it changed, as wheels and 
all parts of the Ford are painted black 
and are in such condition when re 
ceived. If the city color ts adhered 
to it means the additional expense and

Before going furtner and dealing 
with the operation cf the garace as a 
department it would be as well to 
give a list of the cars owned by the 
city and which have to be looked 
after, 

All the cars are owned by different 
departments, and in the garage book- 
keeping they are denoted by numbers. 
There are two classes of Ford trucks 
used, one the standard, one-ton truck, 
made by the firm, and the other a 
smaller truck made by converting an 


ordinary car and adding a truck 
body. 

Number one on the list ie a Me- 
Laughlin runabout owned by the 
Electric Light department. For the 
sake of information, the average 


monthly mileage, as given by the gar- 
age records, can ve give. The aver- 
age of this car is about 500 miles. 

The other cars are:—- 

Small Ford truck, Telephone de- 
artment, average monthly mileage, 
60. 

Small Ford truck, Streets depart- 

ment, mileage 750. a: 

Five passenger Cadil'ac, comm's- 
aioner's department, milcage 276. This 
is the car used by the mayor and com- 
missioners and aldermen when on 
committee work, or whenever the dig- 
nity of the city haa to be sustained by 
entertaining visitors, etc. It should 
be said that this car is not used to 
any great extent now. 

Five passenger Ford, Engineer's de- 
partment, 300 miles. 

One-ton truck, Ford, Telephone de- 
partment, 350 miles, 

Small Ford truck, Engineer's stores, 
626 miles, 

Two-ton Packard truck, Engineer's 
stores, 500 miles. 

Ford one-ton truck, Waterworks de- 
partment, 400 miles. 

Small Ford truck, Waterworks de- 
partment, 560 miles, 

Ford runabout, used by Water- 
works superintendent, 300 miles. 

Small Ford truck, Electric Light de- 
partment, 1,100 miles, 

Ford runabout, used by Streets and 
Scavenging superintendent, 700 miles 
were recorded against this car In the 
three months. 

Ford five-passenger, Children’s Aid, 
and used by Supt. McGee, 450 miles, 

The Kissel police patrol car and two 
Fords belonging to the police depart- 
ment, take gasoline and have repairs 
at the garage, but are not kept there. 

A Garford truck, a Graham truck 
and Commer sprinkler, belonging to 
the Streets department, take gasoline 
and have some repairs at the garage. 
Other repairs are done by the city 
blacksmith, Also the trucks are not 
stored at the garage. 

All the other cars are kept at the 
garage eave the rinahont used by the 
acavenging superintend- 
ent and the runabout used by the elec- 
tric light foreman. During the sum- 
mer these two employees have per- 
mission from the city commissoners 
to keep the cars at their homes, with 
the idea of being able to respond 
quickly to any emergency call. 

The mileages given above must not 
be computed as being a close calcu- 
the figures were taken 
roughly from the monthly mileages 
recorded.

Alse at the end of each month 
every car is charged out by invoice 


to each department with all gasoljne, 
oil, repair parts, tires, repairs nd 
labor. 

A department pays $8 per month to 
the garage for each car stored, gaso- 
line is charged for at the rate of one 
cent per gallon over cost for hand- 
ling, and oil is dealt with in the same 
manner, a small percentage being ad- 
ded. Repair parts and tireS are 
charged to the departments at cost, 
and mechanics’ labor when working 
on the cars is charged at the rate of 
90 cents per hour. Conveniences are 
provided for tire inflation, and the de- 
partmental employees can wash their 
cars when they like. 

As for the amount of gasoline con- 
sumed, there is a gasoline tank at the 
garage capable of holding 240 gal- 
lons, and a tank wagon delivers twice 
a week Consumption of gasoline is 
higher in the summer than in the 
winter, and it varies from 660 gallons 
in the winter per month to 1200 In 
the summer months.

When 
a new tire is put on a car a record is 
made of the date and also of the 
speedometer reading on the car, By 
this means the identity of a tire is al- 
ways known and the service that it is 
giving. The average life of a tire on 
a Ford is computed at between 4,000 
to 5,000 miles. 

The matter of repairs to the cars is 
a big item and it keeps the employees 
busy. addition to repairs of the 

chanical parts of the machines, the 
infer tubes of the tires are kent in 
repair, but the casings are not dealt 
with at the garage 

A point of interest is the fact that 
the city now owns and operates more 
cars than it did at any time previ- 
ously. 

A considerable item of expense is 
the heating, as like all similar struc- 
tures it is difficult to heat satisfactor- 
fly, owing to the fact that machines 
are always being brought tn or taken 
out. The heat is supplied from the 
stores and works building adjoining, 
but the cost runs to something like $50 
monthly in the cold weather.

Repairs Needed 

The city commissioners are in- 
viting the public to report dan- 
gerous holes in the pavement and 
cement walks. If they were in- 
viting information as to danger- 
ous holes in the plank walks they 
might expect a deluge. The con- 
dition of our plank walks is a 
menace to the lives and limbs of 
the citizens, and a disgrace to the 
city. Some general policy of re- 
newing or replacing these dilapi- 
dated structures will have to be 
undertaken without much more de- 
lay. It is true that money is 
scarce; but money to repair side- 
walks is not more scarce than 
money to pay damage claims en- 
tered by people who may break 
their legs by stepping into man- 
traps with which our plank walks 
abound, 


Explanation Would Help 


The city council is not altogeth- 
er free of the assessment problem 
by reason of the compromise made 
with the Hudson’s Bay Co. Whe- 
ther the present assessment can 
stand, or whether the valuation of 
property throughout the city will 
have to be scaled down to its pres- 
ent earning or selling value is a 
question still to be decided. The 
published synopsis of the agree- 
ment negotiated by Mayor Evans 
with officials of the Hudson’s Bay 
Co, shows a substantial reduction 
is conceded to the company in the 
assessment of their real estate 
holdings. Just what this reduc- 
tion in assessment will mean in 
the way of reduced taxation can-- 
not be calculated precisely, The 
tax rate has not yet been struck, 
and therefore the amount of rev- 
enue the city stands to lose can 
only be estimated. Whatever that 
amount may be, it will have to be 
collected, of course, from other 
property, or through the new 
methods of taxation in foree this 
year. If it can be shown that the 
@mount of taxes thus transferred 
from the company to the other 
property holders does not create 
a decided difference in the tax 
bills, there may not follow an ava- 
lanche of appeals from property 
holders for corresponding reduc- 
tions in assessment. If such ig not 
shown to be the ease, it is possible 
that an epidemic of appeals may 
break out, which would keep the 
courts busy indefinitely and pre- 
vent the striking of the tax rate 
and the collection of taxes until 
some unknown time in the future. 
To avoid the possibility of a 
deadlock of this kind it would 
seem to be advisable that a state- 
ment be made by the Mayor set- 
ting forth what amount of ad- 
ditional taxes will be imposed up- 
on the other property owners to 
make up for the reduction in the 
assessment of the company’s prop- 
erty; with a view to preventing 
appeals being made under the im- 
pression that tax bills will be in- 
creased more largely than will be 
necessary,

“I regret very much,” he said, “that! 
Premier Borden did not in any of his! 
public utterances, either take the lead! 
or even support Premier Hughes in his! 
contention with regard to what should 
be done with the German Pacific pos- 
seasione.” 

Ye pointed out that the Australian 
policy on this vital question, as stated 
by Premier Hughes, is that it dare not 
assent to these possessions being hand- 
ed back to Germany at the close of the 
war, 

“Premier Hughes,” said Sir Charles, 
“discussed this question at the Pil- 
grim’s Club and in other places with 
great ability, and among other things 
said that Germany, previous to the 
war, established naval and wireless 
bases in a number of places in close 
proximity to Australia, was rapidly ex- 
tending her influence in a commercial 


| Way, and he had no doubt that if she 


was permitted to resume her position 
in the Pacific she would in a very few 
years become a real danger, economi- 
cally and otherwise. 

Vital to Canada 

“In my opinion,” deciared Sir 
Charles emphatically, ‘that is a ques- 
tion that is ag vital to Canada as it is 
to Australia, and as far as 1 can} 
learn the statesmen of Canada, the 
premier colony, are giving no support 
to Premier Hughes, and it is significant 
that, though Premier Hughes is a 
member of the Imperial Council, it 
has become necessary for him to advo- 
cate this principle speech after speech, 

“Again, I was disappointed that no 
Canadian was discussing perhaps the 
most important question affecting af- 
tet-war conditions—an economic boy- 
cott of German goods. 

“L had an interesting conversation 
with General Pau, one of the most 
prominent of the French commanders, 
on the way over, and he told me that! 
without hesitation the French would] 
never allow Germany to have raw ma- 
terials trom France.” 

Continuing, Sir Charles calied atten- 
tion to an article in a New York finan- 
cial paper, in which it is pointed out 
that the question of raw materials is} 
the most prominent one in the German| 
mind, and which is worrying him the 


most. Largely dependent as he is on 
allied countries for such important 
commodities as cotton, wool, rubber 


and many foodstuffs, the problem of| 
securing these things is to him a very} 
grave one, and the prospect naturally} 
excites gloom and consternation in his} 
mind, even the most prominent of her| 
officials recognizing that there is noth-| 
ing to prevent Great Britain and Am- 
erica from enforcing guch a boycott. 
Afraid of Question 

“In England the two political par-! 
ties seem to be dumb on this matter, | 
though the Sailors and Seimen's Un-| 
ion have covenanted not to serve in a} 
ship which carries Germans or Ger- 
man goods. I firmly believe that if 
there was an official pronouncement 
to the effect that so long as the Hohen- 


zollerns are in control of Germany 
that the British Empire would not 
trade with them, that the United 


States and France and Italy would fall! 
in line, and such a general pronounce-| 


ment would bring’ the war to a close) 
more speedily than by any other 
meana, 


“So far the Germans are led to be- 
lieve that the old order of things with 
reference to trade will follow a treaty 
of peace, and that they will be free to 
exploit the markets of the world. Sir} 
Robert Borden seems to have confined | 
his speeches to the well known glories 
of the colonia! forces in the field and 
to the equally well known cordial sup- 
port of Canada in the war. ‘The utter- 


have excited great interest, and, as a 
Canadian, I was sorry to see that Can- 
ada had not led the way in these great 
questions,” 

Government Will Win 

Referring to the prospects for an 
election in Great Britain this fall, Sir! 
Charles expressed the opinion that an 
election would be held, and that the 
government would be returred. The 
new franchise act would increase the 
genera! voting strength of the country 
tremendously, but there seemed to be 
a fairly solid opinion that the govern- 
ment was doing good work and hal 
earned the support of the pe»p!e. In} 
some quarters there was an idea that 
Balfour was the brains of the govern 
ment and that Lioyd George waa ti 
some extent his mouthplese. There 
was possibly a molety of truth tn this, 
but even those who held that opinion 
were willing to give the Premier credit 
for his ability to recognize and secure 
the assistance of greatness and for his 
almost uncanny power with the peo- 

le. 

? Discussing the power of Lioyd 
George, Sir Charlies made a compari 
son between that statesman and Sir 
John A. Macdonald, his old Canadian 
chieftain. 

“If the old man had been alive dur-| 
ing this crisis in Canada,” he said, al-| 
most eadly, “things would have been | 
handled differently. There would hava) 
there 
would have been none of this talk of) 
profiteering. lle was a great man, thas | 


with him !t would have been, as it has 
been with Lioyd George, a case of 
‘work or fight. When 10,000 workmen 
laid down their tools in England a 
little while ago, Lloyd George did not 
hesitate to tell them flatly to go to 
work or they would go to fight, and it 
did not take them long to recognize 
that he meant what he said. As it was 
in England so it would have been in 
Canada, if Sir John Macdonald had 
been at the head of the adminietra-
